where the outstanding event at the end 
of the year, governing the life of the

windows show an abundant display of 
Christmas gifts. Many towns hold their 
traditional Christmas fairs: Hamburg, 
Bremen, Munich and, above all, Nurem- 
berg where against the magnificent 
background of Our Lady’s Church and 
the Beautiful Fountain locally manu- 
factured toys are a joy for the eye just 
as much as Nuremberg ‘Lebkuchen” are 
a relish for the tongue. 

Christmas pastries go by different 
names in other) places and regions: 
“Printen” (Aix-la-Chapelle), “Spécula- 
tius” (Rhineland) fish cake (Bruns- 


wick). A well-known delicacy is Lubeck 
marzipan. So are specialities character- 
istic of Silesia, Pomerania, East and 
West Prussia (e.g. “Liegnitzer Bomben,” 
“Thorner Kathrinchen") which, together 
with the people expelled from those 
regions, found a new home in west Ger- 
many, —Very popular -also are~ sweet 
Christmas cakes (‘‘Strietzel,” “Stolle’’) 
and various kinds of fruit cake. 

Christmas cookies, ‘pastries 
cakes are frequently given the shape o:

OTTAWA (‘(CP)—The Cana 
government will start 
charging a toll on ships and 
the all-Canadian Welland Canal 


next April 
The money collected—expec- 
ted to amound to about $2,000,- 
1000 during the nine-month 
inland shiping season—will be 
used to offset part of the $4, 
500,000 cost of operating and 
maintaining the waterway be- 
tween Lake Erie and Lake 
Ontario. 

In announcing the reimposi- 

jtion of the Welland tolls, 
| Transport Minister Melraith 
| sald the. question of repaying 
the $180,000,000 cost of twin- 
| ning the 30-mile canal will be 
| considered after the job is com- 
| pleted. 
This project—just starting— 
is expected to take five years 
}to complete. It will make the 
Welland Canal into a double 
barrelled route bypassing 
Niagara Falls, and increase its 
capacity by 60 per cent. 

The tolls were suspended 
July 18, 1962, under an order 
of the previous Conservative 
government to fulfill an elec 
tion promise.
